This day the Imperiall Feild-Marſhall hath ſent hither to 
this Citie a warlike Commiſlary, with a requeſt that wce- 
would be pleaſed to afford the Imperiall Army free pafſage, 
and grant them to be enquartered thereavonts. After this 
Commiſſry had waited with his Convoy before the Gates 
of the City feran anſwer, from twelue of the Clocketilltwo 
in the afteraoone; was at laſt ſuFered toenter, and cauſed to 
progpend his errand ypon the Towne-hoale, after he had 
made his ſpeech and ended his propoſition, he was wiſhed 
torcturne backeto his lodging, vntillthey had fully delibe- 
ratedconcerning his demand of fo high a nature. This Com- 
miflary Generall findingthetime of his expeRation for an 
anſwer ſomewhat toolong andredious,returned backetothe 
Citie gate againe,before he was ſent for,but was not ſuffered 
to enter before fine of the Clocke.

Lately alſo the Commander Foxr was ſent to Baxaiſſen, and 
the Commander 1//s to Sittow, but thoſe of Boxatſen will re- 
fiſt : forthey expe ayde and reli:fe : and ſome Regiments 
of horſe and foote are alreadic marching thither. 

The Imperialsts prefle hard vpon this Citie and Country, 
ayming toextrad proviſion from vs for the whole Imperiall 
Army ; but hitherto is nothing granted.

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Extralt out ofa letter from Maiatz the 16. of November, 
Sg R, If you did now come hither againe, you would mar 
vell at the alteration that is here, you know there was 
but three Moneths agoe ſuch boaſting amongſt us and ſuch 
writing of paſquils againſt our Neighbours eſpecially tho!e 
of Yn, and the Duke of Wirrexburg, where the Monkes, 
Prieſts,and Nunns had taken into their poſſeſſion many a 


goodly and rich Cloyſter | Bat now we doe heare amongſt 


us here,nothing but complaints, deliberations whether to 
flye and whar to doe,8& en thc other fide we do hcare,there 
they are now taking their turn and pay us in the fame coin 
$1ey lately received from us. Thus gocth the world : Our 
enerall Tilly, whoſ name doe beleeve israther vicd to 
encourage us then to affright tcheEnemies,who (we do well 
ſce) doe neither care whether he be alive or dead, is ſaid 
to have a great Army and I belceve he hath it ; But what he 
doth with it I cannot tell. Hee; hath beene long abont to 
takethe towne of Wertheim (as we have becne often enfor- 
med by letters )wherein are but 5-or 600. Swedes! And yer 
he cannot maſter them, and meanwhile. there is ſtill one re- 
giment aadtroupe or other of Imperialiſts, and cf Loraines 
beaten,and I can aſſure you that the Loraines have no more 
mind to mecte with the Swedes, for they folicite ſtill to be 
put ingariſons in ſuch places as are fartheſt from their E- 
nemy, and likely to be not troubled or affaulced at all, Thus 
we ſuffer more already by thoſe that will make us believe to 
be our defenders, then we could feare at the Swedes hand, 
if wedo :0 worſe to them then the Countrey of Wirtzbarg 
hath done, who is now in their Kings poſſeſſion, but with- 
all in peace and quietnefle, But of this I dare not fay, what 
Ithinke. The Kings troupes have lately aſſaulted one of the 
Imperiall quarters which was betwixt B ſhopfheim & Mer- 
gentha!, ont of whicha'moſt all the Imperialiſts ( having 
o9tten notice of the Swedes comming ) ran away and ſo by 
rhcir light hee'es ſaved their lives ; For thoſe that were not 
{oquick were ſoone put to thenumber of the dead by the 
Swedes, who ſlow about two hundred and tooke threeſcore 
p:ifoners,and withall all the B2ggage that was left _ 
WA 
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which was laden(but could not fo ſpeedily be convoyedaway) 
upon aboye two hundred Waggons, all which beſides many 0- 
ther Horſes, Mules,and other cattell was ſeized by the iayd 
Swedes without any Notary,and carried away towards their roy- 
all Campe neare Weresburgh. 

I am forry 1 cannot tell you of ſo great matters and vicories 
as formerly 191d oftentimes, whenboth Walſtein ( whileſt hee 
wag upon our ſtage of Warre, andplayd his part) and Tilty did 
every weeke, nay day, get ſomenotable Towne , Caſtle, and 
place,where they found no body that durſt oppoſe them, there 
having never appeared any great Army reſolutely againſt them , 
except that of the Bores in Auftriz;Howſocver, I will give,you 
what I receive, and tell you the truth, though it is not liked a- 
mongſtus here. We had yeſterday Letters, and I have heard 
it confirmed this morning by a Colonell of ours, that r 3. Fin- 
landers (Horſemen) met with 60. Lorraines, and although the 
Finlanders ſaw them a farre off, and could have fled and ſaved 
themſelves (for the Country is thereabouts not open) yet with 
a boldneſſe and courage that. defies and ſcornes death ir ſelfe, 
they ſet amongſt them ; and without any delay, layd downe 
to theground the moſt part of the ſayd Lorraines; and made the 
reſt which were yet 16. to yeeld, and ſo theſe 1 3. Finlanders 
(which our Country people feares now as if they were Fiend- 
landers; that is, of the Land of the Divell ) brought away to 
their King 16, Lorraines, without any -complement, for [ a(- 
ſure you, that they could underſtand never a word the one of 
the others« 

Our Army of the Imperiall and Catholike and Lorraine 
troopes, doth onely cndeavor(as I doe perceive) to hinder the 
Circle of Swaber, and other Townes of A1/ar#x & the Countries 
thereabouts to joyne orto yeeld to the SyzJes ; Burt yer ne- 
vertheleſſe we doe heare, that the fayd Con1tries and thechiefe 
Townes and Imperiall Cities have already or doe yet ſend and 
accomodate themſelves with that King, and pur themſelves ur- 
der his protection, 

The City of Norimberzh is altogether in love with him, and 
wil be trimined after his owne defire, having already Swediſh 
Engineers, that give order for new fortifications thereof; and 
there are made leavies for the {ayd Citv,whichthey will enter- 
taine in the ſayd King of S veaevs {ery ice. 

Thoſe of Vim we heare are doing as much, althongh I have 
yet no particular notice cf what they are reſoived ; But On [ 
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_ ready) have hereby beaten backe ſome Imperiall forces, that * ! 


were comeoutof Italy with much paine and labour,anderaving 
from thoſe of Vis», (but with ſome threatoings) ſome reliefe; 
namely, for every Horſe 10.dollers, and for every Soldier 6. dbl- _ 
lers (and there were of then 1 2 . Companies) they were for all 
anfver,contribution and comfortJand without any compaſſion 
of their wearineſſe and ſirfferings they indured ailing the 
Alpes,beaten back and driven tolic upon the Archduke Leopoids 
dominions, and ſo it is thought they will disgband. | 
The K of Seen hath cauſed the Caſtle of Wirezburg againe to 
be mended and fortified, that now it may be called what before 
it was eſtcemed,an impregnable place in the hands of Swedes. 
Let this ſiuHce for this time, I hope for better newes ſhortly. . 
Extradt of anather Letter the 18.0of November... -. 
! [3 not doubt but you have already beene informed, that the 
Þ Swed:fh forces have taken in the midſt of the Catholike arnv 
the Old and new Towne of Havew, making thebeginning with 
the Caftie which they tooke by Pettarding and Eſcaladoes, We 
heare Francfort hath alſo made ſome accomodation.But thereof 
you will be pleaſed to capt my nextLetters, The EleQor of 
adaints. hath kept ſome of the Spaniſh forces, that are ſent to- 
wards the Rhine & Paletmate,for the defcuce of his uwn Coun- 
try, wherat his people (how great focyer the feare 1s amongſt 
their Churcchmen) 1s very ill pleaſed All the Spanith forces that 
are come and comming hither towards the Rhyze (which a- 
mountalready to 7000. foot and 3 2.Cornets of horſe) are tobe 
enquartered (as Idoe heare) along the Country called Rhinegow 
and ſolve along the Khynegto hinder the King of Sweden to paſſe 
the ſame Rivers 0 0 + 
Now concerning the Landgrave of Heſfſer, who hath a good 
army and in good diſcipline,he hath already takenall the Biſho- 
pricks both of Paterborne and (orvay,where he hath made great 
ſtore of money by way of contribution, whereby hee makes ſtill 
new leavies: And withall he hath publiſhed a Proclamation 1n 
Weftphalie, whereby he doth call and admonith all We/iphalians 
that ſervecither the Emperor or Catholike league,ro withdraw 
them(clves out of that ſervice,giving them terme of 6. Weekes, 
which paſt,and they not appearing and obeyinghe will proceed 
againſt them (for many Noble and Gent : of that Country ſerue 
againſt the K.of Sweden and his Allies) and their goods,withall.
